November  1,  1947.  The  Memorial  Hall  was  purchased  as  a  temporary  classroom  from  the 
Susquehanna  Ordinance  Depot,  Montgomery,  PA,  where  it  was  originally  utilized  by  the 
government  as  an  office  building.  The  Hall  was  dedicated  to  the  College's  twenty-one 
known  war  dead  and  to  the  more  than  400  alumni  who  served  in  the  armed  forces  during 
the  Second  World  War.  The  building  was  torn  down  in  October  1968. 
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Bradley  Hall  served  as  an  art  and  music  conservatory 
when  originally  built  in  1895.  It  also  housed  the 
library,  classrooms,  faculty  offices,  and  connected  to 
Old  Mail  by  an  overhead  walkway.  The  Mary 
Lindsay  Welch  Honors  Hall  houses  two  medallions 
from  Bradley  Hall  that  were  saved  after  the  building 
vas  razed  in  1980. 


Wesley  Hall  was  constructed  in  1956.  In  the 
background  are  some  Williamsport  properties, 
some  of  which  still  stand  today.

In  1 972,  a  wide-eyed,  fresh  faced  coach  took  over  the  reigns  of  the  Lycoming  College  football  program.  Frank  Girardi.  an  assistant 
under  Coach  Whitehill  for  the  previous  three  seasons,  assumed  a  squad  that  had  gone  14-34  since  its  last  winning  campaign  in  1965.  Coach 
Girardi  took  to  the  sidelines  determined  to  turn  around  the  direction  of  the  program.  Five  games  and  five  losses  into  the  season,  the 
excitement  that  lit  in  the  eyes  of  the  Warriors'  mentor  had  faded  to  an  inconsistent  glimmer  and  left  the  coach  wondering  if  that  first  win 
would  ever  come.  That  first  victory  showed  up  the  following  week  and  it  did  so  in  story-book  college  football  fashion  as  40-mile  rival 
Susquehanna  University  visited  Williamsport. 

Fast-forward  to  November  12, 2005,  a  little  more  than  33  years  from  that  fateful  first  victory  and  the  final  game  of  the  current 
football  season.    The  script  on  this  day  added  an  extra  chapter  to  the  ending  everyone  in  David  Person  Field  had  envisioned  as  the 
Warriors  pulled  out  a  1 7-1 0  overtime  victory  to  make  Coach  Girardi  only  the  1 7"'  overall  and  one  of  five  active  football  coaches  at  any  NCAA 
level  to  win  250  career  games.  With  much  of  his  family  in  attendance,  Coach  Girardi  watched  his  nine  grandchildren  let  fly  250  blue  and  gold 
balloons  to  commemorate  the  occasion.  He  left  the  field  in  grand  style  as  his  players  carried  their  beloved  coach  atop  their  shoulders.
